triumphantly maintained.; 


But while we boast ol tfia army and. 


navy of 1893, the veterans of 1861 5 
need have no fear that their record will 
be obscured, nor that their laurels will 
be bedimmed by the splendor of these 
later achievements. | Indeed we may an- 
ticipate the reverse of this. 


There are contrasts between these 


great national contests, which bring 
into clearer light, 
and which give 


greatly added emphasis to the emergen- 
cy which called u i forth, and to the aer 
vice -which we were permitted to render 
to our beloved country.

From '611<> '65. there was A fire in ou 


rear which greatly encouraged the ene 
niy; and there were men in every town 
and city of the North who rejoiced over 


defeats, aud who expressed the 


nope that we who enlisted might be 
nought back iu our coffins. 
In '98, the 


war was popular with all parties, and 
n all sections of the 1 ind. Tbe war of 
J8 was fonght ont in four months, an<l 
>etore half of the army could get m 
ight of the enemy. Bat the siuguiniry 
nd bloody strife in which we parcipat- 
d, continued for forty eight awful 
months of alternating hope and fear Tf. 


Gen. Shernwu said: "War is hell," 


leu the army and navy of '98, for 
ountry and humanity accepted the 
errible ordeal for a summer; and are 
n titled to tbe warmest praise of all lib- 
rty loving peoples. 
But the Uuion army marched ii.to the 
ws of tnis hell, and suffered its tor- 
ires for four long years. 
We endured 


lejheat of this awful furnace, till every 
rop of our blood seemed to boil in our 
ems. Comrades, we have no disposi- 
on to belittle tne war just closed. 
It 


s one of the brightest chapters in the 
istury of our country. 
We cheerfully 


coord the highest meed of praise to ail 
,s brilliant and daring heroes. 
But 


hen their sufferings and exploits are 
ompared wilh those of tbe war for the 
reservation of the Union, the measure 
nd merit of the service of tho Union 
eterans, living aud dead, is made more 
ouspicuous 'ban ever before.

n, held at Indianapolis, on Tuesday 


morning, tho IS h iubt., h:-teaed to an 
aJdre&s by Captain Samuel C. Lemly- 
,he judge advocate general of the uavy, 
ou "Tho Pn=omrs of the United States 
Navy." Captain Lemly was sent here 
>y Secretuy Long as the naval delegate 
o the congress, and his carefully pre- 
mrcd p*per upon thn punishments m 
hcted by coiut martial and the tr?at 
neut accorded to tho prisoners under 
iho navul regulations was highly instruo

entertaining, especially the 


description he gave of tho experiences 
of the Spanish piiaoners who were cap- 
.ured lit Santiago and who recently re-

comprehensive statement of the estab- 
ishmeutand maintenance of the camp 
or 1,600 Spanish nival prisoners at 
Seavev's island, who were supplied daily 
with 2,000 pounds of meat aud fish, fit- 
,y bushels of vegetables 1,100 loaves of 
bread, 400 gallons of cofl'ee, and other 
wholesome food, at a cost of 19.38 cents 
>er day for each prisoner. The strongest 
evidence of the excellent manner iu 
vbich this temporary prison was ad 
ministered was afforded by the fact that 
when American men-of-war passed in 
and out of the harbor of Portsmouth 
,hey were invariably cheered by their

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The report of 


the board appointed by tbe navy de- 
partment to report on the position of 
the different vessels which took part in 
the naval battle at Santiago on July 3d, 
was made public today. It gives a very 
graphic account of the positions the 
different American vessels occupied at 
several stages of tbe engagement, and 
is illustrated by a number of drawings, 
charts, etc It states that up to the 
time the Oqnendo ran ashore the Iowa, 
Indiana, Oregon and Texas sailed on 
courses wiiuiu three ieutus of a mile of 
each other. The Iowa was the nearest 
and the Texas farthest from the course 
of the Spanish. The Brooklyn's course 
was from three-tenths to one-half nile 
outside that of the Texas. ' The swing 
to the right which the Brooklyn made 
at the beginning of the engagement 
shows an oval four-tenths of a mile 
across. She crossed the courses of the 
Texas, Oregon and Indiana twice while 
making the tnrn, but before these ves- 
sels had gone over them. The course 
of the New York after passing Morro 
was nearer the shore than any other 
United States vessel except the Glou- 
cester, and a mile behind. When the 
Oqnendo turned lo ran ashore she 
passed inside the eourses of the Span- 


fa vessels. Ten miles west of the Viz 
aya disaster she crossed the Colon's 
racks, but followed very closely tbe 
onrse of that vessel until the latter 
urrendered. 
The Iowa, Indiana and 


Ericson did not go further west than 


here the Vizcaya went ashore. The 


Gloucester stopped by tbe Maria Te 
esa and the Oquendo, as also did the 
list. The latter vessel was not able to 
.eep pace with the New York and Eric 
on, the vessels she was with at the be 
inning of the battle.

JL jnost interesting account of the 


manner in whicli tho lives of Jameson

KJPUWS Vuu don Dag of Ajiibtcrdaiu: 


The stern old Boers, when they had 


Jameson aud hia fellow officers in their 
bands, determined to execute the lead- 
ers of tho band at dtiyuroiik. The meet- 
ing took pl;ioo iu President Kragcr's 
house, 20 being prcsaut, of whom tho 
great majority, wild with indignation 
at the sudden inroad iuto their terri- 
tory, were for shooting tho British offi- 
cers at onea. 


Presideut Kru.ss» opposed this sum- 


mary plan and used all his eloquence 
and all his influence on behalf of tho 
prisoners. For a long time his efforts 
were vain. It v/as 4 o'clock in tho 
morning, and the president's opponent* 
were still for execution. The lives of 
tbe foreigners hung by a thread. 


At length GeneralJoubert, one of the 


few who agreed with the president, had 
recourse to the old time Boer method of 
convincing his hearers. He made nso of 
a parable. 


"Friends," be said, "will you not 


listen to my voice once more? Suppose 
that close to my farm lives a bad neigh- 
bor who keeps fierce hounds in his 
house, worrying»my sheep exceedingly 
aud als-o killing some. 
What, then, 


would you have me to do? Should I kill 
the hounds to be free of this worry? 
Truly my neighbor would say unto me: 
'Thou bast killed iny hounds, yet their 
value is greater than the value of your 
sheep. Pay tbou roe!' Is it not better 
that I should take tbe hounds and go- 
ing into my neighbor's house say, 
'These are thine; now pny me for the 
harm they have done my fiock?' " 


There was silence, aud the general 


continued: " \Ve have canght tho pack, 
Is it not better to send them to the 
British government with demands for 
reparation, lest the British scud mere 
hounds to worry us auew?" 


The old form of argument proved 


successful. 
The wisdom of moderation 


became apparent, and the council of 
war accepted the advice of their chiefs.

Washington. Oct. 20.—The war which 


has just ended was the first in which 
modern steam vessels have had a thor- 
ough trial, says Engineer-ln-Chic£ Mei- 
ville, in his annual report, and then pro- 
ceeds 'to note the important lessons, so j 
far as they respect the machinery ot the 
vessels, which have been taught by. that 
experience, as follows: 


The vital necessity of giving the ma- 


chinery or vessels in reserve frequent 
tests under working conditions, so that 
any defects may be discovered and rem- 
edied before war makes the vessel's 
service absolutely necesssuy. In several 
cases defects were found after the ships 
hud be^un cruising, a.i.5 tlifc ici»iirs la,.i} 
them up in the rnklst <_•£ the war. 


The great importance of. having all 


our naval stations in positions of -strate- 
gic value properly IHled out for repairs 
and \vith adequate, supplies" of non-per- 
ishable stores. It has been evident for 
a loiiy lime that Key West \\as such a 
station, but money to put in a proper 
plant was refused year after year, and 


illy granted after the war had begun. 


The movement of l:UKe bodies of troops 
and their e(4*iipment almost blocked the 
•ailroads, so that after the beginning of 
.he war it \vas almost impossible to se- 
ure the furwardinjj of tools and sup- 
illes. 
That fresh water is almost as import- 
nt as fuel, and that a distilliHK fchip is

Mass, son of Mrs Tabitha B Tilton of 
Exeter, was indicted by the grand jury 
at the present term of court for arson. 


About three weeks ago Edward H 


Balcb of Exeter made a complaint to 
Atty Gen E O Eastman, charging Til- 
ton with setting fire to and burning the 
buildings owned by his mother, Mrs 
Tabitha Tilton in Kensington. Balch 
was advised to appeur with what testi- 
mony and witnesses he had before the 
grand jury at the October term of the 
supreme court at Portsmouth. 


The property was insured for 83000 


in the west Newbury Mutual. The loss 
much exceeded that amount. 


Balch bad had charge of the farm for 


several years, and last summer, at Mrs 
Tilton 's request, so he states, he gave 
her son employment. Later he was cal- 
led home and Mrs Tilton requested that 
he settle with Elbridge and discharged 
him, which -was done, and the Utter was 
told to go.

A special meeting of the mayor and
